A TRADE EQUAL TO £800 PER HEAD. 
_Itis. indeed, remarkable what. 
; enormous trade is done in this little 
Colony of less than 30 sq- miles, with 
a population of under a quarter of a 
}rillion. In 1919 the trade, import 
and export, was larger than in any 
previous year of the port’s history, 
‘Imports amounted to no Jess than 
£€8,058,888, to which must be added 
approximately £16,000,000 in respect 
of’ imports cf raw. sugar 
not included in the official returns; 
while exports reached as muck 
as £87,735,076, making a total 
fvolume . of trade .of nearly 
£172,000,000. Mcreover,"this year’s 
trade, so far 2s it is possible ta 
estimate it from the meagre details 
at present available, is’ certain to 
prove enormous-y larger in volume 
than that of 1919. Great Britain's 
direct contribution to the imporis, 
for.instance, during the first half .of 
the present year. was nearly four 
times in value that of the corres- 
ponding period of 1919. At present 
'each resident of Hongkong, English 
[and Chinese, stands for trade, im-

£300 annually. 

GROWING ‘COMPREHENSIVENESS 

OF THE TRADE. *” 


« It is difficult to apportion the 
shares of various countries-in Hong- 
kong’s import’ trade, many” goods 
which bave their origin in Great 
Britain, for example, being credited 
to the Straits Settlements and other 
parts. of the Empire, It is-to be 
noted, by the way, that trade With 
the. British Dominions has shown 
enormous increase during the past 
few years, totalling in “1919 no less, 
than 13} milliohs sterling. Machinery 
and: metal’ goods» generally are im- 
ported chiefly from the United King- 
dom and the US.A.,cotton piece goods 
from ‘Great Britain and Japan, wool- 
len goods almost exclusively from the 
United Kingdom, matches, paper and} 
coal practically entirely from Japan, 
motor cars from the US.A., and 
gunpy ‘bazs from Indja.’ °-United 
Kingdom direct trade bas increased 
in almost every class ihe ipo ways : 
except cotton piece goods, a line in 
which Japan is rapidly increasing its 
hold, although only in certain inferior 
qualities. - In unbleached and bleach- 
edcotton goods the demand forBritish 
makes is steadily improving. It is in 
light - cotton. fancies, Italians, . and 
Venetians that the United Kingdom 
are losing ground, and 
in these lines that“ the- Japanese.

ROBBERY CASE HEARD.

CHARGED ON TWO COUNTS. 
Ab the ‘December Session of the 
Criminal Court this morning, before 
the Puisne Judge, Mr. Justice Wood, 
Wong Man-cheong was charged'on 
two counts with robbing Chan 
Cheong of $49 in money, and’ cloth- 
- ing and jewellery to the value of 
$200, and with receiving “stolen 
The robbery was alleged to 
have occurred at Ho Muon Tin 
» on. ‘November » 6, 1920. 
Dyer Ball prosecuted for the Crown; 
Mr. T. N..Chau, instructed by Mr A. 
 EvHall, appeared for the defence. 
The defendant pleaded not guilty. 
The following.jury was empanelled: 
Joshua Brook, Frank Travers, Alfred 
. Alison, Paal Lander, F. O. Gourdin, 
K.M. Fetterly, and V. Gonsalves. 


Mr Ball outlined the case. The 
village of Ho Mun Tim lies near the 
Canton-Kowloon Railroad. The 
robbery took ‘place shortly 
after midnight. Chin Cheong and 
family were asleep in their 
matshed house when six.men entered. 
One had a dagger. They threatened 
Chan Cheong and his wife, who in 
‘terror gave up their keys. The robbers 
then ransacked the place and took 
the valuables. Neither Chan Cheong 
nor his wife was able to identify the 
robbers. It happened that a 
vegetable gardener living about five 
minutes walk away, was roused by 
the barking of dogs and went 
out. This wes about 1230 “am. 
He saw'a man in his veget- 
able garden with a bundle and 
questioned ‘him. The, man then 
ran away, pursued by the dogs. He 
dropped the bundle. The vegetable 
gardener arrested him. This man 
was the defendant in. the. case. 
Examination of the contents 


Tao of the bundle revealed that they were 


" _. part’of the property stolen from the 
’ matshed. oe ti 
The prisonér, he said, bad made a 
statement that he had been asked to 
meet a man that night to carry some- 
thing for him to a certain place, 
More of the stolen property was 
-found in the place referred to. 
* He would ask the jury to believe 
thatthe defendant took part in the 
‘robbery. If it did not come to this 
conclusion, he would call attention 
‘to the fact that he was charged on 
a ‘second count, that of receiving 
stolen property. 


“Chan Cheong, the victim of the 


robbery, said that three of the men 


carried torches, and one bad a 
dagger. They broke in the door.) 


He agked them to spare him and 
his wife, and to take what they 
wanted, He was too frightened to 


call out for help. The’ robbers re- 
mained for more than an hour. 
When they had gone, he’ went to the 


* police station to report the robbery.
